WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (AP)—

Moscow sent a note Sunday re- 
plying to suggestions of the west- 
ern powers for a foreign ministers 
conference. A Moscow broadcast 
said today Russia agreed to a pre- 
liminary session to draw up an 
agenda. 

However, officials here who had 
seen the Russian note held out 
little hope that the meeting would 
materialize. They ‘said that what 
appeared to be an acceptance by 
Russia was actually hedged with 
restrictions which this country 
could not accept. 

Consultation Before Reply. 
Reporters were told by Michael 
J. McDermott, State Department 
press officer, that it is a “safe as- 
sumption” that the United States 
will: reply and before doing so 
will consult, beginning very soon, 
with the British and French. 
The State Department, McDer- 
mott said, decided to let Moscow 
publish the text of its proposal. 
The fact that Russia had replied 


‘| was disclosed yesterday following 
W-|receipt of the Kremlin note in 


Washington, London and Paris. 
Officials .here said the reply 
evidently meant that Russia is 
not ready for a broad discussion 
of the many points of friction 
between it and the West, as sought 
hy the United States, France and 
Britain. Some officials took the 
view that the Soviet note was just 
more propaganda. 

Big Three’s Suggestion. . 
The United States, Britain and 
France suggested Dec. 22 that top 
delegates of the Big Four nations 
at Lake Success prepare —an 
agenda for ministerial talk aimed 
at “the elimination of the causes 
of present international tension 
throughout the world.” This 
came after Russia on Nov. 3 
called for a Big Four conference 
to discuss only demilitarization of 
Germany. 

The Moscow radio in its broad- 
cast today of the text of the latest 
Soviet note, said Russia informed 
the western powers it “does not 
object” to a preliminary confer- 
ence of deputies to try to agree 
on an agenda for another meeting 
of the Big Four Council of For- 
eign Ministers. Moscow, however, 
rejected the United States as the 
scene of the meeting and pro- 
posed instead that it be held in 
Moscow, Paris or London. 

The note said Russia’s original 
proposal for the Big Four confer- 
ence was designed to discuss 
“various questions” but also to 
“examine a question pertaining to 
the competence of the Council of 
Foreign Ministers composed as 
above.”

His posthumous promotion to 
that rank, approved by President 
Truman early this afternoon, 
was part of the farewell tribute 
paid to the man who fought in 
three wars. 

Gen. Walker’s body was flown 
to Washington from Korea, where

Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson also was present.

Chinese 
Reds swung eastward today after 
punching a deep dent on the 
western Korean front. Their new

There was no immediate re- 
newal of the bloody frontal as- 
sault that smashed across the 
frozen Imjin river north of Seoul 
early on New Year’s day. 

The initial penetration in zero 
weather shattered an element of 
the Republic of Korea First Di- 
vision. It started adjoining Amer- 
ican and ROK units on a slow 
withdrawal to the main defense 
lines north of Seoul. 

The new Red thrust eastward 
was aimed at a South Korean bat- 
talion and a nearby American di- 


vision. 


Disregard for Losses. 

At ROK division headquarters, 
intelligence reports indicated the 
Imjin crossing was achieved 
through the Reds’ utter disregard 
for losses. The Chinese poured 
across the ice, then formed into 
a column of fours and headed 


‘straight into a minefield about 


60 yards deep. 

A Red artillery barrage had ex- 
ploded some mines, but the Chi- 
nese infantry exploded the others 
by walking over the field. As the 
first wave perished, other Chi- 
nese came on—running over their 
own dead. 

They hit barbed -wire after 
crossing the minefield. But they 

carried thick straw mats which 
were-thrown over the wire. Some 
of the Chinese lay on the mats 
while the. others crossed over on 
top of them: 

Then they hit a South Korean 
regiment. Apparently it crumpled 
like tissue paper.

Ground 
observers estimated that 6000 Red 
casualties were inflicted Monday 
by air action alone, . 
Pilots of one group of F-80 
Shooting Star jets said they an- 
nihilated a company of Commu- 
nists six miles east of 
That is 28 miles north of. Seoul. 
Planes Force Reds Back. 
Flyers of Navy Skyraider bomb- 
ers from the United States Air- 
craft Carrier Valley Forge report- 
ed their deadly low level attacks 
forced Red Troops to retreat from 
a ridge six miles south of Hwa- 
chon. That is 50 miles northeast 
of Seoul. 


The Communist wedge driven 
into the west flank was described 
in a field dispatch by Correspénd- 
ent John Randolph as amounting 
to “a major pullback and a big 
sag in the defense line across 
South Korea.”

It was feared that Seoul, from 
which nearly 1,000,000 civilians 
have fled, would not be able to

The Korean cabinet met at the 
Seoul residence of President 
Syngman Rhee tonight for ‘the 
third time in 12 hours to debate 
whether to evacuate to a tempo- 
rary capjtal farther south. It was 
believed a final decision would 
be made tonight, probably on the 
basis of advices from the United 
States embassy. 

Home Minister Chough Pyong 
Ok made a trip to see for him- 
self the gravity of the situation. 
Mayor Lee Ki Pong estimated 
that 80,000 streamed south out of 
the city today, leaving fewer than 
500,000 persons in the capital. 
Five bridges across the Han river 
on the southern outskirts of Seoul 
were set aside for the fleeing in- 
habitants and all were jammed.

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PRICES IN BRITAIN 
MOUNTING; WORST 
SEEMS YET TO COME 


| LONDON, Jan. 2 (AP)—War- 
harried Britons have been caught 
in a tidal wave of mounting re- 
tail prices—with worse to come. 
It is a delayed-action manifesta- 
tion of wholesale commodity price 
rises that picked up speed during 
the tense first half of 1950, then 
burst upward after the Korean 
war started last June. —__ 

The latest blows to the British 
pocketbook came yesterday when 
automobile manufacturers Arm- 
strong-Siddeley and Singer Mo- 
tors increased prices. The day 
before tire prices went up 20 per 
cent, the fourth jump in a year. 
Two of Britain’s biggest oil com- 
panies — Shell-Mex and British 
Petroleum—increased motor oils 
914 cents and tractor oils 14 cents 
a gallon. 
Men’s shirts, underwear and pa- 
jamas are up about 11 cents to 
the pound ($2.80). Medium grade 
shirts cost about $5.88 before that 
increase, Worsted prices - have 
gone up 30 per cent. Those of 
worsted-rayon mixture have risen 
40 per cent. 

With recent defense rearma- 
ment restrictions. added to the 
new drive, wholesale prices have 
been increased 25 per cent since 
revaluation of the pound in Sep- 
tember 1949. 

An average pay envelope for 
white-collar workers holds only 
between $20 to $25. The upward 
jumps in prices spell tough sled- 
ding.

Troops Know Difference Between Sétback 
Real to Them. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2 (AP)— 
There are two big differences be- 
tween the atmosphere in. the 
United States today and the feel- 
ings of the troops.in Korea. © 

It seemed to me, almost from 
the first day at home from Ko- 
rea that people were frightened, 
frustrated and swept with recur- 
rent waves of defeatism and de- 
spair. Apparently that stems in 
atee part from the military de- 
feat and from fear of the im- 
mediate future. 

The soldiers don’t see it, that 


way. 
They are neither frightened nor 
discouraged. As battlefield tech- 
nicians, they know the difference 
between a setback and a dis- 
aster. They were pushed back by 
weight of numbers and by the 
collapse of the right flank, held 
by South Korean divisions. A re- 
treat was unavoidable. 


It Was No “Disaster.” 
But in the retreat, neither the 
Eighth Army nor e Tenth 
Corps in the east was destroyed. 
The divisions pulled back in good 
order and they brought their 
equipment with ‘them. The Chi- 
nese, with elements of seven di- 
visions in position, were unable 
to prevent the First Marines and 
the Seventh Infantry f * chop-

Se there was a general pull- 
back. But that was something 
vastly different from a military 
“disaster,” say, for example, the

the last war. 


Moreover, the men have 
changed, in a few short months, 
from inexperienced, soft-living 
occupation troops into a group of 
real professionals. They are 
tough, cool, efficient and dan- 
gerous. 
Took Longer Before. 
The same thing happened in 
the last war, but it took longer. 
Nearly a year elapsed between 
Kasserine Pass in Africa (a de- 
feat) and Salerno in Italy (a 
close shave) before American 
trops began to match and out- 
fight the Germans. 
Hence, the troops have com- 
plete confidence in themselves 
and in Americans, as such. And 
they have great pride. 
“Hell,” a sergeant said, “these 
kids can dig a gun emplacement 
faster with a spoon now than they 
used to with a shovel.”’ 
“You see that line of dough- 
boys over there?” an officer said, 
pointing. “Most likely they'll get 
overrun this afternoon. But one 
thing is sure—they won’t crack.” 
Confident of Strength.

The New Year’s holiday toll of 
301 on the streets and highways 
showed a sharp drop from the 545 
traffic deaths during the Christ 
mas period.

Friday to 
midnight Monday. 

During the New Year’s week- 
end 120 died in a variety of non- 
traffic accidents.

More than 1100 were killed dur- 
ing both the Christmas and New 
Year’s weekends, including more

Basketball’s most spectacular 
offensive implement is the fast 
break. But. sometimes the sweep- 
ing, floor-length attack doesn't 
produce in the scoring column. 
The defense may be swift enough 
to stop it. . 

‘So what happens? The team 
with the ball must set up for 
operation in deliberate offensive 
patterns in the front court and 
work for shot opportunities. 


‘le. Taking the ball on Cal’s 13- 


Notre Dame, playing the St. 
Louis University Billikens tomor- 
row night at Kiel Auditorium, 
has a favorite maneuver for just 
such situations. It is the double- 
scréen pickoff play, illustrated in 
the diagram above. It, has scored 
many points for the Irish over 
the years and it undoubtedly will 
be tried many times against the 
Bills by Coach Ed leas 
Krause’s team. 

The play is set with ; signal 
from the playmaker—usually one 
of the two men back who are in 
position. to.see the possibilities in 
the opposing defense. 


Signals in basketball are 
achieved in numerous ways—by 
yelling a number, by the wave of 
a hand, or even by the position 
of holding the ball. Thus all five 


of the Irish attackers are poised 


to move in the time and space 
pattern. « 

The object of the play is to 
shake free. either McCloskey or 
O’Connor so that they may be 
unimpeded in taking a pass from 
Pivot-man’ Bagley and thus may 
gain a close shot at the basket. 
If neither man, in running past 
the pivot, manages to get free of 
his guard, Bagley may exercise

the third option of shooting from 
the pivot himself. 

The double screen in this case 
is set by the same man, Leslie. 
His first momentary position in 
screening prevents the defensive 
man guarding Bagley from follow- 
ing the pivot man into the circle. 

This is accomplished almost 
immediately at the beginning of 
the play which was started by 
O’Connor’s pass to McCloskey. 

With the first screening job 
done, Leslie then goes back out 
to set a second screen, this time 
on the the man guarding O’Con- 
nor. O’Connor thus is able to be- 


come the second cutter (basket- 
ball terminology for a man runt- 
ning swiftly toward the basket, 
ready to receive a pass.) 

This play may be run either to 
the right side or left side, with 
different men executing the same 
assignments. In this instance 
Lewinski has no part in the ma- 
neuver. 

The ‘screen in® basketball is a 
legal maneuver whereby an offen- 
sive player takes a position that 
delays the movement of a defen- 
sive man or makes the defender 
change his direction in attempting 
to guard an offensive player.

The purpose of this chapter is 
to describe the situations and 
problems created by the use of 
special weapons against civilian 
populations. : 


A-Bomb Blast Differences. 


Atomic bomb explosions differ 
from conventional bomb explo- 
sions in three important ways: 

(a) The explosive force _re- 
leased by an atomic explosion 
is vastly. greater than that pro- 
duced by the most powerful 
TNT bomb. 

(b) An atomic explosion re- 
leases in additicn to intense 
heat and light, highly y°~e- 
trating, invisible radiations 
which are damaging to li.. ; 
organisms. 

(c) Certain substances which 
may remain after the explosion 
are radioactive and emit radi- 
ations which are capable of 
producing harmful consequen- 
ces in living organism.

Beta particles — Moderately 
damaging, moderately penetrat- 
ing, negatively charged parti- 
. cles; at most they will go 
through less than an inch of 
tissue. | | 

Gamma rays— Highly pene- 
trating and therefore highly 


fect deeper-lying, vital organs 
‘of the body; similar to X-rays. 

Neutrons—Uncharged, pene- 
trating, highly damaging par- 
ticles; depending on their 
speed, they can penetrate sev- 
eral feet of tissue. 

For practical purposes in plan- 
ning radiological defense, the ra- 
diation hazards from atomic ex- 
plosions are of two kinds—initial 
hazards and residual hazards. 

The initial radiation hazard 
is caused by great quantities of 
gamma rays and neutrons fre- 
leased during the first -minute 
and a half after the — 

occurs. 

Initial radiation is the Ee 
important radiation hazard cre- 
ated by the high-air burst of an 
atomic bomb; it would produce 
casualties in individuals caught 
without protection within one 
mile of the ground zero of a 
nominal atomic bomb. A me-

Because of these differences, 
the effects of an atomic bomb 
req ie pa ial ay epeteerie = 
are amage, number an 

kinds of of casualties, ‘a nd the “ok 
tent of contamination Bd oat 
the power of the bomb, and how 
it-is exploded—whether at high 
or low altitude, or under ground 
or water, whether on a clear or 
stormy day. 

These discussions are based pri- 
marily on interpreted data de- 
rived from the explosions in Ja- 
pan of the so-called nominal 
atomic bomb—roughly equivalent 
to 20,000 tons of TNT. These 
bombs were exploded at approxi- 
mately 200 feet above the earth 
on a clear day, the altitude at 
which a nominal bomb is ésti- 
mated to have the greatest effect. 

The Hiroshima and Nagasaki 
bombs destroyed or severly dam- 
aged buildings, and killed or in- 
juried many people, for more 
than one mile from a point on 
the ground directly. below the ex- 
plosion, The extreme limit of 
angen damage was about four 
miles 


More powerful bombs could |. 


cause a wider area of damage, 
but very great increases in ex- 
plosive forces are necessary to 
accomplish relatively small in- 
creases in the areas of ‘damage. 
It would be necessary, for ex- 
ample, to double the power of a 
nominal bomb to increase the 
radius of severe damage and in- 
jury by one fourth. 


Heat and Ionizing Radiation. 


The explosive effects of an 
atomic bomb burst are essentially 
' the same as would be caused by 
' an equivalent burst of TNT. How- 
ever, the atomic bomb releases a 
greater amount of heat and also ' 
produces a. Vast quantity of ioniz- 
ing radiation. , 

(Note: Radiations cause damage 
by a process called ionization, in 
which the particles or rays: dis- 
rupt the atoms and molecules of 
any substance they strike —air 
and concrete, steel and human 
bodies. They cause atoms to di- 
vide into positivé and negative 
parts called ions and destroy the 
delicate electrical . balance of 
molecules. In the human body, 
this disruption takes place within 
the individual cells. A cell or- 
dinarily recovers from light dam- 
age, but severe radiation injury 
can.cause it to die. If enough 
cells are destroyed, the body re- 
ceives detectable injury. If injury 
is severe in vital organs, a per- 
son may become ill, or in’extreme 
cases, may die). 

A high air burst, which pro- 
duces the maximum destructive 
effects, leaves no dangerous 
amount of radioactivity on oe 
ground. On the other hand, 
atomic bomb exploded in the ar 
at low altitude (100, feet above 
the ground as in the Alamogordo 
test) or on the ground will pul- 
verize and vaporize niaterials in 
the immediate vicinity, leaving a 
limited area highly contaminated 
by radioactive material.

would be received by unpro- 
tected individuals three fourths 
of . mile from ground zcro. 
Initial radiation is less impor- 
tant in low level bursts, and 
virtually negligible in under- 
water bursts. 

(Note: A median lethal dose 
is the amount of radiation ex- 
posure that will cause death in 
half of the group so exposed. It 
is estimated to be about 400 
roentgens for humans.) 
Residual radiation hazards 
which may follow certain types 
of atomic explosion result from 
beta particles and gamma rays 
emitted “by. fission -products, 
alpha particles from unfissioned 
bomb material, and a small 
amount of beta and gamma ac- 
tivity induced in some materials 
by the initial radiation from 
the explosion. This hazard is 
negligible after a high-air burst, 
but might be a very serious 
problem with lew level, under- 


. ground or underwater bursts. 


Residual radiation produces in- 
jury in two ways: (a) as a source 
of external radiation damage 
(striking and penetrating the body 
from the outside) and (b) as an 
internal radiation hazard when 
radioactive ‘substances are inhaled 
or ingested. 
Intensity Dies Rapidly. 

The intensity of radiation from 
the fission products dies down 
The presence of 
residual radiation therefore con- 
stitutes an external hazard for 
only a limited time. 

The internal radiation hazards 
from residual radiation result 
from the fact that a small per- 
centage of radioactive material, 


{if inhaled or ingested, may be 


retained in the body for many 
years. Some of these substances 
remain radioactive for a long 
times 

This means that relatively 
small quantities of such radio- 
active material, once deposited in 
the body, are capable of produc- 
ing serious injury over a period 
of; years. 

The rising ball of fire from a 
high-air burst carries the bomb 
particles and fission products up- 
ward. The powerful rising air cur-. 
fents produced by the blast and 
the winds in the surrounding at- 
mosphere disperse this material 
so effectively that only in excep- 
tional circumstances do the radio- 
active particles that fall to earth 
constitute a. hazard. In other 
words, the atomic bomb cloud 
would be a hazard to persons fly- 
ing through it, but Would not 
likely be a hazard to persons on 
the ground, 7:

100 feet, far below the op- 
timum for maximum explosive 
effect. Under these circumstances 
“fall out” was much greater than 
has been observed from subse- 
quent high-air bursts... . 


Medical Aspects of Injuries. 
Blast Injuries: Blast injuries 
include wounds resulting from 
the shock wave of the explosion 
(direct blast injuries) and. those 
resulting from such secondary ef- 
fects as collapsing buildings and 
flying debris- (indirect blast in- 
juries). 

Direct blast injuries were not 
common in the Japanese atomic 
Those which might 
be encountered would include 
damage to the lungs and gastro- 
intestinal tract. 

Indirect blast injuries would 
be a major problem and would 
include the complete range of 
traumatic damage, with a high in- 
cidence of injuries resulting 
from flying glass and other pierc- 
ing missiles. Individuals suffer- 
ing from such injuries should be 
treated in the usual fashion. 
Burns: Burns are of two types: 
Flash burns. resulting direetly 
from the intense radiant heat’re- 
leased by the explosion, and 
flame burns resulting from the 
numerous and _ extensive fires 
which may be started. 

Burns probably would be the 
chief injury of a major percent- 
age of the casyalties, particularly 
if there was no previous warning. 
Although treatment of flame or 
flash burns need not vary from 
techniques now in use, it must 
be realized that the large num- 
bers to be treated would limit 
treatment to. relatively simple 
procedures. Extensive scarring 
and keloid formation resulted 
from flash burns suffered in the 
atomic bombing of the Japanese 
cities. It is now apparent that 
these after effects are not re- 
stricted to atomic flash burns, 
but may follow other kinds of 


Weapons.” 


been the subject of much interest, 
it must be realized that only 
about 15 to 20 per cent of the sur- 
viving casualties. of an atomic 
bombing would suffer chiefly 
from radiation sickness. The ma- 
jority of these, moreover, would 
not require medical attention for 
several days following the explo- 
sion. With adequate radiological 
defense, injuries from _ residual 
radiation. largely could be pre- 
vented and should not constitute 
an .immediate major medical 
problem. 

Physicians who studied the 
clinical effects of radiation among 
survivors in Japan find that the 
severity of symptoms is related 
to the amount of radiation ab- 
sorbed in a single dose as gov- 
erned by shielding and distance. 

- * * 


Any living tissue can be des- 
troyed by a sufficiently high dose 
of ionizing radiation. The tissues 
of the bloed-forming system are 
among the most sensitive. There- 
fore, symptoms resulting from the 
cessation of. formation of formed 
elements of the circulating blood 
are very prominent in radiation 
sickness. 

The body’s system of resistance 
to infection also is highly sus- 
ceptible to radiation damage. Ex- 
cept for the initial nausea and 
vomiting, many of the symptoms 
of radiation victims result from 
lowered resistarice to infection 
and the appearance of hemorrhag- 
ic manifestations. 

No Unique, Unusual Treatment. 

There is no unique and unusual 
treatment for radiation sickness. 
Treatment must be directed to- 
ward combating infection by the 


missing blood elements by trans- 
fusion, and attempts: ta decrease 
the hemorrhagic tendency by 
such specific agents as may be 
available. Other treatment should 
include the use of general sup- 
portive and symptomatic care. 

Early transfusions, given before 
blood changes have occurred, 
have not been shown to alter the 


burns. 


Radiation Injuries: These in- 
juries are caused by the pene- 
trating ionizing radiations emit- 
ted by the bomb and its explo- 
sion products. Radiation sick- 
ness is a type of radiation ‘injury 
in which the whole body has 
been exposed to a dose of radia- 
tion sufficiently high to produce 
a specific set of clinical symp- 
toms called the acute radiation 
syndrome (pattern of symptoms). 
Radiation sickness should be 
differentiated from other forms 
of radiation injury in which only 
certain parts of the body are ex- 
posed, leading to skin injury 
(radiation burns) and other local 
tissue damage.

NE of the more sinister tactics adopted by the new isolationists 
is to disseminate the rumor that the Soviet Union does not, after 


all, have an atomic bomb. Not long ago, Senator Owen Brewster 
a|(Rep.), Maine, whose irresponsibility can always be relied on, told 


the Senate so in: plain terms. 


For the sake of the record, it 
is fortunate that much more can 
now be told about how the Soviet 
bomb explosion was detected. And 
the facts, if they are studied at 
all, prove conclusively what was 
exploded in the Soviet Union in 
September 1949 was indeed ‘an 
atomic bomb. 


‘3 Armed Service Staffs. © 


To begin at the beginning, the 
net for detecting a Soviet bomb 
explosion was established shortly 
after the war, by the combined 
effort of the three armed service 
staffs, the Joint Research and De- 
velopment Board, the Atomic 
Energy Commission and the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency. It con- 
sisted of four main parts. 

First, since a bomb explosion 
is sufficiently violent to create 
earth tremors, a chain of seismo- 
logical stations was organized, to 
detect any such tremors anywhere 
in the world. 

Second, an atomic explosion re- 
leases a cloud .of radioactive 
particles, which ascend to the 
stratosphere, and there are blown 
around the earth by the prevail- 
ing winds. .The presence of this 
radioactive cloud in the strato- 
sphere is detectable by Geiger 
counters. Therefore a_ second 
chain of stations with Geiger 
counter operators was set up. 

Third, and this is vital, air sam- 
ples from the radioactive cloud 
can be taken by high-flying air- 
craft and/or balloons equipped 
with special apparatus. The radio- 
active particles thus caught can 
be subjected to mineralogical 
analysis; and the results tell much 
about the nature of the atomic 
explosion that has occurred. Ar- 
rangements to -collect such air 
samples were also made. 

Finally, all the data thus ob- 
tained can be precisely inter- 
preted by properly trained scien- 
tists. This. task, of interpreting 
and forming conclusions from the 
data collected, was intrustea to 
the scientific advisory commission 
of the Atomic Energy Commission. 
This body, including such men as 


Prof. Robert Oppenheimer, Dr. 
Enrico Fermi, Oliver Buckley of 
the Bell laboratories, and James 
Bryant Conant, president of’ Har- 
vard, is as powerful and well- 
balaneed an assemblage of scien- 
tific minds as this country can 


‘muster. 


Place of Blast Located. 


When the Soviet bomb exploded 
in central Siberia in September 
1949, all this elaborate organiza- 
tion, already trial-tested by our 
own .Eniwetok bomb, went 
smoothly to work. The seismolo- 
gists physically located the place 
of the explosion. The Geiger 
counter chain detected the radio- 
active cloud a little later. ‘Air 
samples were immediately taken. 
seal scientific analysts went to 
wor 


The air samples provided the 
decisive evidence. In the Penta- 
gon the hope was briefly enter- 
tained that instead of exploding 
an atomic bomb intentionally, the 
Soviets had accidentally touched 
off one of their radioactive piles. 
But the metallic components of 
a pile and a bomb are entirely 
different. A plutonium bomb 
particularly, of the improved sort 
exploded by us at Nagasaki, con- 
tains highly special metals. And 
the air samples brought in radio- 
active metallic particles plainly 
indicating the explosion of a plu- 
tonium bomb at least of the Naga- 
saki type, if not better. Members 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff sat 
with the Scientific Advisory 
Board in the last phase of prepa- 
ration of their report to President 
Truman. All agreed on the con- 
clusion, which was _ informally 
summed up by one of the authors 
of the report in a single; bleak 
sentence: 

“The chances are 999 to 1 that 
it was a bomb that went off, and 
if it was not a bomb, neither [ 
nor any of my colleague can think 
of what it might have. been.”

A whole generation has come 
to maturity since Hoover was' 
President and to most of them, 
despite his eminence, he is only 
a name. Yet he said something 
which captured the imagination 
of the country, opened its mouth 
and put pen in its hand. As a 
result the capital is undergoing 
the same kind of emotional furors 
that President Truman jevokes 
with his famous letters like the 
one to the critic who said Mar- 
garet couldn’t sing. 


Touches Vulnerable Nerve. 


The Truman letters are @gsy to 
understand. The President. cuts 
loose with elementary reactions 
of wounded pride or simple ah- 
noyance and by such displays of 
human traits awakens familiar 
reactions. But Hoover, without 
resort. to anything outside ‘the 
realm of ideas, seems to have 
touched a highly vulnerable 
nerve. 

In prospect, therefore, in a na- 
tional debate on principle and the 
new Congress must wrestle with 
it the best way it can. 


Hoover obviously filled a vacu- 
um, as a.great many Democrats 
would be the first to admit pri- 
vately. They have long known and 
worried about the failure of the 
Truman Administration to pro- 
vide clear purpose and direction 
for the American people of the 
kind that Winston Churchill and 
Franklin Roosevelt gave the west- 
ern world during the 1940s. 


The President’s incapacity to 
stir the country during the cri- 
sis is a serious matter for the 
Administration. He and the Vice 
President are the only real na- 
tional officers in the Government 
elected by all the people.” What

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Tax Problem for Congress 

Both chambers of the expiring Eighty-first 
Congress kept.their promise to pass an excess 
profits tax. The pledge was written into. last 
September’s bill increasing regular corporation 
rates. and rates on individual incomes. The bill 
which now goes to the President, therefore, must 
be regarded as a second chapter of the first. 
By applying the excess profits rates retroactive- 


’ ly to last July, it recaptures for the Treasury 


boomtime earnings swollen by the impact of the 
defense program. That is as it should be. . 

Having committed itsélf in advance to tax 
excess profits, Congress probably gave insuffi- 
cient consideration to the method of taxing them. 
For a prolonged period of defense emergency, a 
strong case can be made for increasing corpo- 
ration rates across the board rather than apply- 
ing an “excess” formula which may penalize 
efficiency and.tend to freeze the existing cor- 
porate pattern. 

This is a problem for the Eighty-second Con- 
_gress: To maintain tax revenue at the required 
‘levels, and to do it in such’ a way as will best 
promote the health of the national economy over 


a long pull.

Hold Up on Sista Wek Butler 

Thé motion of- ‘Senator Anderson of New 
Mexico to hold up the seating of Senator-elect 
‘John Marshall Butler, Republican of Maryland, 
should be sustained. No harm will be done if 
the oath to Mr. Butler is delayed pending an 
investigation of his qualifications. On the 
other hand, the results may prove salutary to 
the entire country. 

Thanks to the enterprise of the Baltimore 
Sun, a very ugly aspect of the Butler campaign 
in Maryland against Senator Millard E. Tydings, 
Democrat, has come to light. This is the fact 


that Mr. Butler saw in advance and did not: 


forbid the use of a so-called “composite” photo- 
graph of Senator Tydings and Earl Browder, 
American Communist leader. The Sun has 
found out and de public the further fact 
that this fake pi e was put together in the 
office of the Washington Times-Herald, sister 
paper of Robert R. McCormick's Chicago 
Tribune. 

This fabricated scien was used widely in 
the Maryland senatorial campaign and con- 
tributed, no one knows héw much, to Mr. But- 
ler’s surprising victory. Undoubtedly many 
thousands of voters thought it was a genuine 
photograph of Senator Tydings in the company 
of the Communist presidential aspirant. It alone 
might have produced Mr. Butler’s majority at 
the polls. , 

The American Senate soon will cease to be 
“the greatest deliberative body in the world” 
if men can be seated in it no matter what they 
do to win electicns.. The notorious cases of 
Frank L. Smith in Illinois and William S. Vare 
in Pennsylvania in the “golden primaries” of 
1926 prove that members who believe in de- 
cency and fair play will draw the line. It should 
be drawn in the case of John Marshall Butler 
while the full facts about the Maryland cam- 


paign and its beneficiary are brought before the 


nation for review and judgment. 
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Mr. Dulles Nails a Fallacy 


John Foster Dulles did not speak for the 
Republican party when he delivered his: reply 
to Herbert Hoover’s “Gibraltar” policy. Repub- 
lican leaders made that plain in advance. But 
we are confident that Mr. Dulles spoke for 
countless Americans who are convinced that 
retreat into an isolationist shell offers no solu- 
tion for the world crisis. 

Mr. Dulles nailed Mr. Hoover's fallacy at its 


source. He denied, as experience and reason 


deny, that we must choose between two disas- 
trous alternatives—the alternative of dissipating 
our strength all around the world, and the 
alternative of withdrawing to a hemispheric 
“Gibraltar.” . 

Mr. Hoover’s error was to assume that the 
only way the Communist threat can be met is 
by a series of Koreas around the globe. As Mr. 
Dulles pointed out, most Americans instinctively 
grasp the weakness of that sort of strategy. 

The struggle in Korea has been waged for a 
high principle, and it has been well worth 
waging. It proved our willingness to join in col- 
lective defense against aggression at great sac- 
rifice. But the willingness need not always be 
expressed by contending against a satellite army 
on ground of the enemy’s®*choosing. 

It can be expressed by developing economic, 
political and military vigor in the free world 
sufficient to demonstrate that no vital areas of 
that world can be cheaply conquered. It can 
be expressed by building up a capacity to 
counter-attack so powerful as to deter the 
Soviet Union from launching further aggression. 

This course is within the means of the free 
world. It is a feasible course, a reasonable 


- course, and one that offers the best hope of 


success. 
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New Year for the County 


St. Louis county is operating today under its 
new home rule charter and new form of gov- 
ernment. Supervisor Luman F. Matthews and 
the County Council were sworn in on New 
Year’s day, and perhaps it is not too late to 
consider a few New Year’s resolutions. 

One concerns the county budget. Under the 
old County Ccurt system, the budget was seldom 
prepared until after the beginning of the fiscal 
year. As the Governmental Research Institute 
has obseryed, this is not good fiscal manage- 
ment. The home rule charter requires a bal- 
anced budget, and the new government should 
waste no time in providing it. 


The charter .also requires a merit system in - 


four department’. The Council does not have 
to enact a merit system ordinance until Novem- 
ber 1952, but-thefe would be no excuse for 
waiting that long to bring non-political admin- 
istration into county affairs. 
ment could begin this work quickly by appoint- 
ing a citizens advisory committee to ‘prepare 
for a civil service. 

Six county departments must be reorganized 
Salary ranges, the maximum 
number of employes in each department and 
temporary financing must be established. This 
1951 should be a year of major improvements 
for St. Louis county and January is the time to 
begin them.

In these times Of crisis we like to be- 
lieve that all non-Communist peoples see 
in the world-wide ‘conflict the same funda- 
mental issues we see. We like to believe 
that the Indian, for example, and the Ma- 
lay and the Indochinese look upon us as 
friends and as trusted leaders in the 
struggle against Soviet totalitarianism. 
Yet if this should not be true, there is 
grave danger in telling ourselves that it is. 

As a member of the United States dele- 
gation to the eleventh conference of the 
Institute of Pacific Relations. held in Oc- 
tober in Lucknow, India, I had an oppor- 
tunity to smash through the looking glass 
aiid gain a fleeting glimpse cf how the 
ognflict looks from the Asian side. 

What I saw and heard convinced me that 
the Asian world is grinding throygh one 
of those changes in cycle, one of tnose 
stupendous, nearly uncontrollable upheav- 


| als that sometimes 


bury the mighty and 
raise the lowly to 
high places. I have 
no idea what the out- 
come of this upheav- 
al may be, but what 
I have seen of it con- 


-vinces me that neith- 


er the United States 
nor any other power 
on earth can stop it. 
The problem, rather, 
is to find some meth- 
od of adjusting to it 
and even steering it 
a little without eith- 
er destroying our- 
selves or allowing it to destroy us. 

The dynamic unrest generated by Asia’s 
prdblems finds expression in two broad, 
human impulses: a refusal to live any 
longer under conditions as they are; and 
a fierce determination to drive foreign 
political and economic controls out of 
Asia. These are the driving forces of mod- 
ern revolution in Asia. . 


Three Basic Wants 


‘At Lucknow 'we learned from Nehru 
and dozens of other Asians that they 
wanted three basic things: true independ- 
ence; social and economic betterment; and 
peace to achieve them in. 

‘Most of the Asian delegates emphasized 
that nothing must be allowed to impede 
the struggle. for these fundamentals. 
“Whether nationalism is good or bad, I 
dg not know,” Nehru told us, “nor do I 
care to know, but the urge for nationalism 
is there and must be satisfied, Commu- 
nism or no Communism.” As for social 
ahd economic betterment, a number of 
Asian delegates made clear at Lucknow 
tBat starving peasants eould scarcely be 
expected to fight for civil liberties. What 


' ein Communism bring the hungry peasant 


t is worse than what he has? It was 
a fficult for Western delegates to answer 
that question. 

?When Asian delegates demanded peace, 
they spoke in world-wide, rather than local 
terms. Many .seemed to recognize a local 
need for foreé, however regrettable, but 


nearly all resented the big power struggie 


which seemed to inhibit the achievement 
of Asian goals. Particularly, they won- 
dered whether the United States was as. 
sensitive as they were to the difference 
between a struggle for political and eco- 
nomic freedom and a great-nation struggle 
for power.

jerners the anewer is confusing. For where- 


as the Asian statesman—or intellectual], or 
even the industrialist—is likely to despise 
and*fear the Communists among his own 
countrymen, the chances are good that he 
may condone and even admire the domes- 
tic achievements of the Soviet Union and 
of the Chinese Communists. 

As for Soviet aggression, the non-Com- 
munist Asian is almost certain to be against 
it, but he’ is equally against imperialism 
in all its forms. “We have never laid eyes 
on a Russian,” a group of Asian delegates 
explained.to me one night. “But wé see 
Americans in Japan and Korea, British in 
Hong Kong, and French in Indochina.” 

It seems to me that the United States 
has in its own democratic heritage a con- 
cept that is more revolutionary and cer- 
tainly more peaceful and more just than 
anything the Soviet Union has to offer. 
This is the democratic process. 


Program for U.S. 


I believe it is not too late for the 
United States to assert its revolutionary 
democratic leadership through the United 
Nations. I believe that the United States, 
while supporting the United Nations in op- 
posing aggression, must at the same time 
proclaim, in more meaningful terms than 
it has so far,.the right of all Asians to 
select and to alter their form of govern- 
ment in an atmosphere where basic free- 
doms (or their closest possible Asian 
equivalents) are observed. 

Beyond this, I believe that the United 
States must try to raise all critical Asian 
problems from unilateral to United Nations 
levels. We should urge a greater use of 
United: Nations commissions, manned 
largely by Asians, for dealing with each 
point of conflict. 

Finally, I believe that the United States 
should proclaim the right of all people to 
the opportunity for social and economic 
self-betterment—the opportunity to raise 
their standard of living without impairing 
basic human rights. The United States 
should take the lead in proposing to the 
United Nations and in supporting with 
American technical assistance and material 
aid a more comprehensive series of long 
range plans for irrigation, flood control, 
roads, schools, libraries, hospitals, electri- 
fication, agricultural development, and 
other material advantages which are nec- 
essary if democracy is to ‘take root and 
flourish in Asia.

Too Much Trivia 


THE COLLECTED LATER POEMS, by William Carlos 
eps (New Directions, New York City, 240 pgs., 


Dr. Williams, the Paterson (N.J.) prac- 
titioner of medicine and verse, has been 
so frequently and favorably dissected in 
eastern journals that there is little left for 
a provincial critic to do save pick at his 
faults. 

Chief fault of this collection is inclusion 
of trivia. Unfortunately, present day poets 
can achieve prominence only through 
“weight of numbers,’ their status. being 
determined more by constant reappearance 
in media than by the quality of their work, 
which few readeys take the trouble to 
judge. An Ernest Dowson, working me- 
ticulously and releasing at long intervals 
some exquisite distillate, would be lost in 
the shuffle. 

Alas, when all the appearances are re- 
printed in a volume like this, representing 
Dr. Williams’s production between 1940 
and 1950, and including 160 poems and 
acknowledgments to 29 magazines, *they 

oP make an astounding 
goulash of fuzzy

shod writing. Here . 
is the first stanza of 
one “poem”:

They 
are believed to be working on a 
B-36 type. But the important fact 
is that the improved B-29 can 
carry a Russian atomic bomb to 
targets in the United States. And 
the Air Force has never tried to 
conceal the fact that a certain 
number of these bombs would get 
through any defense now in sight, 
But the retaliation to be meted 
out by. a greatly expanded Air 
Force would be terrible. The 
threat of this retaliation will, it 
is hoped, keep the peace in the 
coming critical months while the 
land power of the North Atlantic 
nations is being built. If that is 
the outcome, thanks will be due 
in no small part to the production 
drive of the past six months. It is 
an example that could be followed 
in other fields where defense pro- 
duction has lagged. - ,

The “Wide-Open” Smith kill- 
ings have been reduced to a 
bloody gang war incident of the 
30s in a chart prepared by inves- 
tigators for Senator Estes Ke- 
fauver’s Crime Investigating Com- 
mittee. The chart, which shows 

spot” murder trends of the past 
20 years, will be used as an index 
to organized crime when the com- 
mittee returns to St. Louis for 
open hearir~~ in the near future. 


Many significant and startling 
patterns have been drawn by the 
investigators, who studied back- 
grounds of more than 60 gang 
murders which have occurred 
since 1930 as the result of illegal 
activity by mobsters in the St. 
Louis district. Most of the victims 
died in the metropolitan area, but 
a number of downstate Illinois 
killings and two in Kansas City 
were included because of conneéc- 
tions with the local scene. 

The chart:is not a - magic 
formula that solves old gang mur- 
ders, but Senate committee mem- 
bers, to busy to dig into back- 
grounds themselves, are able to 
tell by a glance who benefitted 
from. specific killings. A motive 
that is hidden in a multiplicity 
of motives at the time stands 


out in bold relief when the mure:

ERY little is left to chance by 
V careful planners of most gang 

murder, but in this case every- 
thing went wrong. The victims, 
should have been Carl and Ber- 
nie Shelton, notorious downstate 
Illinois gang leaders. They had 
been invited to a business con- 


ference at Smith’s flat by Hayes 


and Carroll, who were prepared 
to kill them and take over their 
lucrative bootleg liquor opera- 
tions. 


Carl and Bernie were tipped off 
by a friendly taxicab driver as 
they alighted from their automo- 
bile near the beer flat at 330A 
East Broadway. They kept the ap- 
pointment all. right, but instead 
of being unwary victims they 
rushed into the speakeasy with 
guns bl Carroll 
and Kaminski were shot down on 
purpose. Hoffman happened to be 
sitting in the wrong place. Hayes 
escaped for the time being. 

The story of how Carl Shelton 
played ball with Hayes during 
1930 in order to destroy the 
power of the Cuckoo gang fac- 
tion led by Herman Tipton, is 
outlined with tremendous force 
on the Kefauver Committee’s 
crime chart. Following on the 
chart the course of events through 
the 1930s to the 40s the viewer 
is struck by an astounding simi- 
larity of overall operations used 
by the Capone syndicate in wip- 
ing out the Sheltons. It is like 
sitting through the same show 
twice. 

The only conclusion which can 
be reached is that somebody stole 
Carl Shelton’s operation plan 
book, chapter and verse. Someone, 
either one of the known local gang 
leaders or a Chicagoan master- 
minding from behind the. scenes, 
took the words of Shelton’s sys- 
tem and fed them. back to him, 
one planned murder after. another 


Here’s what the chart tells one 
investigator: 

Carl Shelton, for almost 30 years 
leader of the gang that bore his 
name, won his battles not by bra- 
vado alone, but usually by dele- 
gating someone else to pull his 
chestnuts out of the fire. While 


Phe Birgerites were eliminated by 
1930 and Shelton no longer need- 
ed the Cuckoos. He ordered them 
out of Illinois. ee 
Herman Tipton, Cuckoo leader, 
defied the directive by operating 
a large still on the eastern shore 
of the Mississippi river near Val- 
meyer, Ill., in Monroe county. The 
chart shows that at least 21 mur- 
ders of Cuckoo gangsters, and a 
few people who got in the way, 
followed. The Shelton gang did 
not suffer. Carl did it by pushing 
Tommy Hayes into a fight with 
Tipton. When Hayes later threat- 
ened Shelton’s security, Carl had 
him destroyed swiftly and clganly. 
{ The shootings started early on 
the morning of Oct. 2, 1930. Hayes 
machine gunners fired a couple. of 
hundred rounds into a cabin where

Haves was a clay pigeon after 
setting the trap for the Sheltons 
at “Wide-Open” Smith’s place. He 
was sought by gunmen on both 


‘sides of the river. Shelton execu- 


tioners caught him. in Madison 
county in April 1932, polished off 
his bodyguards, “Pretty . Boy” 
Lechler and “Willie G.’’ Wilbert, 
in Madison, and got Tommy in 
Granite City. The skeleton of 
Homer DeHaven, another Hayes 
gunman, was found later near 
Horseshoe Lake. 

In the intervening’ years the 
Sheltons: switched from bootleg 


‘liquor to labor racketeering to 


gambling and became prosperous. 
They had no opposition’ and their 
followers grew soft and middle- 
aged. 

The chart shows that Charles L. 
(Cutie) Bailey, race track tout and 
Egan associate, was shot to death 
June 25, 1941. Not much attention 
was paid to it at the time, but the 
bullets that killed Bailey heralded 
a murder pattern that made the 
1940s almost a double exposure 
of the 30s. ;

Now for the pronunciation, The 
French is: vee-shee-SWAZ, the 
third syllable “a” almost as flat 
as in “wag.” In the Standard 
American pronunciation the “a” 
has the “ah” sound, thus: vee- 
shee-SWAHZ; oor, more _  fre- 
quently, vish-ee-SWAHZ.
